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Policy of Disruption 

The soft coal industry is a perfect example of 
industrial chaos. No one knows, from one week to 
the next, whether all of the mines will work, whether 
some of the mines will work, whether none of the 
mines will work, or if the miners will follow a three- 
day week, a five-day week, or a no-day week. 

This sort of disruption has been John L. Lewis' 
fixed policy. It Is, apparently, his method of demon- 
strating that he is coal's czar. 

Recently, a large number of soft coal companies 
have filed petitions with the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, charging Mr. Lewis with unfair practices, 
coercion, and refusal to bargain in good faith. 

The mine operators have repeatedly offered 
to sign a contract continuing the wage rates establish- 
ed in 1948, which are the highest in major industry. 
They arc willing to continue the same hours, and to 
provide other benefits, including a sound pension, 
welfare and group insurance plan. This is even a bet- 
ter contract than that of last year which union of- 
ficials called the best ever negotiated. But Mr. Lewis 
will not agree — so consumers are deprived of coal, 
miners are deprived of work, and production costs 
in this hard-pressed industry are skyrocketing. 

This ruthless use of monopoly power must be 
stopped, in the interest of every group in the country 
— including labor itself.

What is meat? The obvious answer is that it is 
a food which is particularly appetizing to the great 
majority of people. 

But meat, according to scientific discoveries 



which have been made largely in the past 15 years, 
is more than that. It is a splendid builder of health 
and energy. 

Proteins are now known lo be the building 
blocks of the body. They renew the living cells in 
muscles, tissue and blood. The most valuable protein 
foods — which arc meat, poultry, milk, eggs and fish — 
contain amino acids.

It is a growing industry, and the experts fore- 
cast substantial increases in meat production and con- 
sumption during the coming years. All in all, it is a 
major asset to the nation.

The magazine hereinbefore re- 
; ferred to has announced a prize of 
,$1,000 for the best word to replace 
"jazz." The second prize will be a 
i full night's free service of the 
' Charlie Barnet band, and third will 
I be the same privilege with the 
1 King Cole trio. 

Some Suggestions 
A palpitating jazzman might 
imagine some of the delightful sug- 
gestions that arc snowing down on 
the editors of Downbeat. What 
would they say to such examples 
as "jumpmusic," or "hotarmony" 
or "ticklear," or "syncotune," or 
"dizzart," or "bopera?" Perhaps 
any of these might add something 
worthwhile to our vocabulary. 

It is almost as difficult to find 
where "jazz" came from as to 
figure where, If anywhere, it is 
going. For one thing, "jazz" is 
Creole for "hurry up." Another 
suggestion is that "jazz" is an all 
African term for sing and jump. 
and "Jazzbo" Brown used to give 
out with a spirited brand of music 
that had the customers clamoring 
for "Jazzbo," and "Jazz." 

Charlie (Chaz) Washington, a 
Vicksburg drummer, had the same 
exhilarating effect upon his audi- 
ences. 

"Jaser" is a French word for 
"chatter" or "gossip." 

But however jazz came into the 
language, some 50 nr fiO years aeo. 
it certainly has held on. When Paul 
Whitcman was the kin^ of the craft 
he called his book "Jazz"* and the 
fanciful French fancier of the art. 
Hugues Panassie, issues learned 
tomes on "le jazz hot." 

.Vo Easy Chore 

The scholars of Downbeat will 
discover that it is no easy chore to 
toss out a popular locution. They 
will dutifully award their prizes for 
jazz replacement and will be morti- 
fied to hear the irreverent usage of 
the word "jazz" from then on in- 
definitely, just the same. 

When the prohibition era ended, 
for example, laws were passed to 
ban the use of the word "saloon." It 
was felt that "tavern" had a more 
wholesome, ethical sound. But there 
are the unregencrate souls who still 
talk about "going over to the corner 
saloon." Actors and entertainers in 
the cabaret circuits speak of them- 
selves as "working in the saloons." 

The eminent Billy Rose describes 
himself as being in the saloon busi- 
ness and night club chronicles call 
themselves "saloon editors." War- 
rants are expected for all of them 
hourly. There are elements of the 
brewing industry that find the word 
"bartender" distasteful. They have 
suggested that term "retail sales- 
man" be substituted, and some of 
the men at the spigot prefer to be 
called "purveyors," but the irrever- 
ent customers seem to think that all 
such ideas are merely jests— good 
clean gags. 



GI's Shudder as 21 WACs 
Turn Out for Target Shoot 

FRANKFURT, GERMANY. — It 
was a rough day for the GI's here 
as one of what they regarded as 
the biggest snafu's in Pentagon 
history got underway.

McKee 
reluctantly started to issue am- 
munition.

Rent Director Explains 
There is No Control on 
Newly Constructed Houses 

J. Edwin Porter, rent director of 
Waukegan, Lake and McHcnry 
Counties, stated today that one of 
the questions asked frequently at 
the rent office each week by archi- 
tects, builders, contractors, lawyers, 
real estate brokers, landlords and 
tenants, and about which there Is 
considerable misunderstanding, Is 
whether newly constructed rental 
housing Is under rent control. Many 
people state specifically that if it 
were not for rent control there 
would be more now houses and 
apartments construced for rental 
purposes. 

This theory is absolutely Incor- 
rect in every detail. The Housing 
and Rent Act of 1949 specifically 
sets forth the following: 

"The term 'controlled housing ac- 
commodations' means housing ac- 
commodations in any defense area 
except that it does not include: 

"Any housing accommodation the

ed on or after Feb. 1, 1947, or which
